ing cough, and in th e case of tetan u s, 
com monly known as lockjaw, the a n ti­ 
toxin injection is successful in m ore 
th a n fifty per cen t o f th e cases, but 
with infantile n ara ly sis, while a se­ 
rum i 
being ex n erim en ted w ith fo r 
th e cure of this d rea d ed disease, th e re 
has not D e n sufficient tim e since its 
discovery to p erm it the d raw in g of 
an y definite conclusion* as to its real 
effectiveness, the u p p e r county p h y si­ 
cian said.
